that has graced the police docket in 
this city for many years, was developed

U..S...Beaai;- 
a colored physician. 


The case is enveloped in mystery 


and surrounded with many unspeak- 
able details, and yet tells a sad story 
of suffering and death that woiild 
make an interesting theme for the hu- 
manitarian. 
A poor girl, an outcast 


in the world, deserted in her last hour 
by relatives and friends at the last 
moment, thought to conceal her shame 
even though death itself be the pen- 
alty. 


The initiative of the story 
was 


about the first of July when Lena 
Beerline, a domestic and dressmaker 
who since her residence in this city 
has resided in upstairs rooms, on 
North Main street, went to Dr. U. S. 
Beam, a colored physician, and told j , 
the story of 
her indiscretion and i 


shame. 


It seems the girl had already asked 


three other doctors in the city to pei> 
form a criminal operation, which they 
all promptly refused to do.". The girl 
as a last resort called on Dr. Beam and 
after explaining her position and mak- 
ing the doctor understand what she 
wanted, a price of $15, it is said, was 
named for the work and agreed upon.

on the afternoon of July 1st. On 
•July'3d, Sunday, ihe girl was very 
sick "and lay unconscious for hours, 
and her death was hourly expected.

THE OPOSSUM. 


Tie opossum of fact and the opos- 


sum of fancy* are fiot the same crea- 
tures. What I leans of it from the 
farmer and what tie naturalists tell 
m& are not wholly ia 
accordance. 


There is a common ground upon 
^liiiL iiniier and zc-olvgisi siaiiu, anc 
that is, when the animal in question 
makes its appearance, both assert that 
it is an opossum and that it ieigns 
death when frightened. The farmer 
sees it as a common "'varmint" that, 
of coarse, ought to be killed and can 
be eaten if your taste inclines that 
•way; and the scientific man asserts 
learnedly that it is our only marsupial, 
is omnivorous, largely nocturnal, in- 
dolent and not particularly intel- 
ligent. 


All things considered, the scientific 


view is the more nearly correct, and 
the average farmer has a good deal 
to learn about the animal. This, how- 
ever, does not hold good of all our 
common animals. 
The 
practical 


knowledge of those who see wild an- 
imals at home is usually worth more 
than? the theoretical views- of these 
same wild animals entertained by 
students of skeletons and distorted 
skins. 


The opossum is one of our 


fur-bearing animals that is of little 
Table; and although we see a good 
many of them in the markets, with- 
rabbits and squirrels, they are not in 
general demand, and the skill of the 
chef has yet to prove equal to making 
itDOpnlar. As tiie animal is omnivor- 
ous and yet avoids what we term of- 
fensive matter as food, as carrion or 
decayed vegetation, there seems to be 
no good xeason why opossum meat 
should not be a delicacy, but it cer- 
tainly is not. 


T speak from my own observations, 


a»d am aware that the animal is said 
toie ascavenger, andlive in sewers,but 
this refers to the town-dwelling in- 
dividual, and not to its healthy, nor- 
mal country cousin with which we 


- lave to do: out it does not follow 
that a scavenger mus-tneeessarily revel 
in'iottenness. I have kept many of 
these animals for weeks ax a time and

A Good Snggertion for the Preterration 


of Our Feathered Friendt- 


So deeply interested have the 


friends of the feathered tribe become 
in their preservation, that efforts are • 
being made to establish preserves for 
wild birds. Game laws have proven 
wholly inadequate to protect many of 
oar most interesting and attractive 
birds, and many varieties are threat- 
ened with entire extinction. In Eng- 
land, Wolmer Forest is suggested as a 
suitable park for this purpose. Eor 
the last two or three years earnest ef- 
forts have been made to protect a few 
of the most timid wild birds. Herons 
have in cQ!3sem.2enfe!!r!iltipUp|i'rapid- 
ly, and other^birds show decided evi- 
dences of increase. It would be well 
for the congress of the United States 
to pass a bill setting apart for this 
purpose some of the almost useless 
swamp lands in our domains. There 
are many tracts of no great value 
where wild birdsX>f all sorts could find 
a refuge. 
The laws of protection 


should be supplemented with provisos 
inflicting the severest penalties for 
t heir violation. It should be madie an 
offence to kill a wild bird within a cer- 
tain limit of this reserved forest. Of 
course, the birds would emerge from 
their seclusion end fly about 
the 


neighborhood, but if they became 
troublesome they could be driven back 
by the firing of blank cartridges. Un- 
less some special measures are taken, 
it will require but a few years- to drive 
all of our choicest wild birds from our 
hedges, and they will in time perish 
entirely at the hands of cruel and 
avaricious sportsmen. 


Birds' TTeits in Moving Train*. 


The passengers by two workmen'* 


trains from New Barnet to Jxindon, 
England, were recently greatly in- 
tf-rFsfed in some of thr-ir traveling 
companions—two families of spar- 
row?. The birds built a n«st under- 
neath n earrinpe of each train, and did 


no meang necessarily a small affair. 
True, there are little rapid fires which 
throw projectiles -ranging in weight 
from one to six pounds; but the big 
on«s of calibers of four, five and six 
inches are powereful enough to arm 
the lighter cruisers and gunboats all 
by themselves. The sis-inch gun is 
ov«r 20 feet long and weighs six tons. 
With the so-called Dasluell breech 
mechanism this gun has been fired 
ten times in two minutes and fifty-sis 
seconds, or in about half the tune re- 
quired to deliver the same number of 
shots when the ordinary breecbs-elos- 
ing devices were employed. 


But of course speed of shooting will 


depend upon many factors. 
With 


such great cartridges as are required 
by the six-inch gun, the supply of am- 
munition is necessarily rtueh slower 
than when the light charges of the 
one-pounder pieces are handled, anc!

call. 
In the meantime the girl was suf- 


'ering misery 
and 
pain untold. 


Other physicians were sent for and 
responded, and when they became 
acquainted with the details of the 
:ase, they lied with hands upheld in 
horror. Dr. Laudick was the last ap- 
prised of the condition ot affairs, and 
regardless of-results-and without 
money and without price he toot the 
case when the girl was virtually at 
death's door aud laboredwith her for 
days, in vain attempt to save her life. 


The good Samaritan had come too 


late. She was beyond all human 
help and care when Dr. Laudick ap.- 
peared in the case, and yesterday af- 
ternoon, eighteen days after the op- 
eration, she paid the penalty of her 
indiscretion with her life. 
It seems after a careful investiga- 


tion of the facts in the ease, that 
while perhaps the operation was the 
primary cause of the unfortunate 
girl's death the awful result was su- 
perinduced by neglect and want o1 
care, and to use the expression of the 
physicians who have looked into the 
case: "The neglect was cnnuusl and 
should be severely punished." 


The dead girl came here recently 


from a country village—Geyer—in 
Auglaize county, where her parents, 
who are quite wealthy and very re- 
spectable people, now reside. 


Yesterday, in the presence of polic« 


officials and coronor and the attend- 
physician, fully realizing that her 
death was at hand, she made a dying 
declaration in which she charged Dr. 
U. S. Beam with performing a crim- 
inal abortion. 


The death scene was an impressive 


one, and brought tears to the eyes of 
the strong hearted physicians and 
police officials. 
The girl knew she 


was dying and has two sisters residing 
in South'Lima. These are the only 
friends or relatives she has in this 
city. They were sent for and heart- 
lessly refused to come, sayinp she 
died as the fool dieth, and that she 
had forfeited all claims of relationship 
to decent people. 
-The girl called for her sisters iu her 
dying deleriuin, and in tears and in- 


it. only as a medical necessity and that 
he eould establish his innocence at 
the proper time. 


Public feeling- is very strong against 


the doctor however, and it is to be 
hoped he can clean his skirts of the 
miserable affair. 
He is a young man, 


recently located in this city, and has 
ilready won -^Jie esteem of his people 
lere, and was in a fair way to sne- 
;eed, but he will be ruined forever, 
here, unless he can establish his inno- 
cence. 
The 
deceased was about thirty 


years old and came here from Geyer, 
Auelaize county, where the remains 
will be taken for interment. 
It was given out at, police headquar- 
ters today that Robert Graham, who 
resides near St. John, was the be- 
traver of the dead girl and that he 
wifl be arrested and prosecuted along 
with Dr. Beam. It is not proven 
whether or not he was in any way re- 
sponsible or in any way implicated 
in the scheme which resulted so fa- 
tally for the girl.
